250th anniversary last year, there 
were some people who had such a 
good time that they wanted to do it 
again. This year's Fourth of July 
celebration grew out of last year’s an- 
niversary. 
The Fourth of July events, for the 
most part, take place on or near 
Wilmington Common. The Larry 
Cushing carnival is set up in the high 
school parking lot, and will be open 
from Wednesday’ through Sunday.

Saturday will be-a day filled with 
events, with a pancake

were a few points that the 
Wilmington commissioners could 
make, 


First, the new water purification 
station could have its 
facilities expanded to take care ofthe 


Secondly, a search could be made 
for the source Sane TCE, and 
possibly, if it could be found, the TCE 
could be eliminated. 


Both ideas were adopted. The water 
purification station was eventually 
constructed, at a cost of aboiit 
$2,750,000. A study was in- 
stituted to find the source of the TCE. 

Six wells were drilled, around the 
Chestnut Street well. The study went 
on for some months. 

The first obvious source of the TCE 
was a former town dump, half a mile 
upstream and on the other side of 
Maple Madow Brook. That dump, the 
studies indicated, was not the source. 

Secondly, a theory was advanced by 
the chairman, that the TCE was com- 
ing from a shopping center two miles 
upstream on another brook, in Burl 
ington. Studies indicated that that 
‘was not the source of the TCE either. 
Thirdly, the strongest concentration 
of TCE was found to be right at the 
well site. The further one got from the 
Chestnut Street well, the less strength 
‘was to be observed in the TCE concen- 
tration. 

‘This led the Town Crier to the belief 
that a mechanic had cleaned a paint 
bush, or a wrench, and thrown the 
cleaning fluid on the ground during 
the construction of the pumping sta- 
tiem. To scmne thet sounded 7 right 

But that, too, was wrong. 

Or so nadie Peters, Cates the 
Weston & ipson_ . If there 
had been a source tie that i would 
have been washed away, with all the 
water pumped from the Chestnut 
Street weil.

Peters adds that, back over five 
years ago the then Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health had 
found a ‘carbon’ source (carbon 
chloroform extract) at the site of the 
then proposed Chestnut Street well 
That was before the world had 
become aware of Trichloroethylene 

That could be the source, he says. A 
lot of cleaning fluid, or some such, 
disposed of years ago, in the former 
gravel pit 

But Peters has another observation 
too. 

The TCE, he reports, is now 
“travelling.” he compares the con- 
centrations of TCE to a wave. 

In 1979 the TCE at the Chestnut 


Street well was between 100 and 200 
parts per billion. On June 4, 1981 the 
TCE count was only 2% parts per 
billion - almost safe enough to drink. 

Now, on May 29, 1981, the TCE count 
at the two Butters Row wells has 
escalated. The count for the two wells 
had been 35 parts per billion. On May 
29, as the Chestnut street count was 
declining, it was found that the But- 
ters Row wells counts were going up. 

Butters Row, well number one has 
170 parts per billion and Butters Row 
number two, has 66 parts per billion. 

Peters now calls it a “wave.” For- 
tunately, the new parification station 
can take care of all the TCe that ap- 
pears. 


Directors given 
demotion notices

Six Wilmington school ad 
ministrators have been demoted after 
the school committee voted 41 in 
favor of such action on Wednesday, 
June 24 

Roger Breakey, dean of student life, 
has been demoted to guidance 
counselor. Assisfant intermediate 
principals James Gilligan and James 
Jordan were both moved to classroom 
teaching positions. Elementary assis- 
tant principal Richard DeRosas will 
also serve as a classroom teacher in 
the fall 

Richard Gorham, the Glen Road 
School principal who has been 
demoted to assistant principal, told 
the committee that although he 
doesn’t challenge their decision to 
demote him, he does want to make it 
known that he'd like to follow the Glen

Despite a resident's plea for them to 
be ‘compassionate’ in their budget 
setting. directives, Town Meeting 
voters. gave a 237-71 approval toa fire 
department budget that was $259,861 
over the Finance Committee recom- 
mendation last Wednesday night. The 
voters gave Chief William Chandler 
his full $1,525,156 request for fiscal 
1982, That figure is $97,029 over last 
year’s appropriation, but because of a 
reduction in other areas of the budget 
Chandler was able to increase his 
salary budget by $99,729 over last 
year. 

Before addressing the salary ac- 
count the voters approved, on a voice 
vote, an,operating budget of $39,800 
down from last year’s total of $40,800, 
an outlay budget of $1,000 down from

‘Town Meeting voters slashed the 
recreation department budget, which 
includes youth baseball and hockey by 
$32,625 last Wednesday night. But the 
department had to overcome motions

Voters approved a $5,200 salary 
figure for a secretary who will be 
responsible for all paper work, collec 
ting some fees and scheduling games. 
Last year's salary figure was $16,349. 
The voters aiso approved 
operating budget of $27,000, some 


funds for outlay were granted 
youth baseball figure was set at 
$15,000 showing a $3,908 cut from last 
year. Youth hockey got $15,000 as 
well, but their cut was in the range of 
$5,000. 

Selectmen Chairman ill Hallisey 
told the voters that the cecommenda

The debate quickly turned to what 
would happen to the town's youth if 
recreation is cut. Pol.ce Officer An 
thony DiCalogero, speaking as a 
voter, told the townspeople that it is a 
“figment in people's imagination 
that no recreation would “destroy 
the youth. He said there is not one law 
book that he has read that would pro 
ve youths would get into trouble if 
there was no recreation program. He 
too, advocated using the funds saved 
for police and fire.

However, his statements were ques. 
tioned by a fellow officer, who was in 
uniform. He felt that if the townspeo- 
ple wanted to keep youths “off the 
streets and out of trouble” they should 
vote the budget. The officer later said 
that without recreation he felt that the 
youths would “hang out in the street 
and get in troubh He added that 

nce youths get into trouble, “That's 
where I come in.” He said the 
townspeople may have to pay him 
overtime to go to court in youth 
related cases, “and I can earn a lot 
more than $5,200 (the salary figure to 
pay a secretary being debated at the 
time) in court 

That statement drew a response 
from the audie If that's the case, 
we're going-to need sports programs 
24 hours a day 

ion Commissioner Richard 
asked the voters to approve 
recommended figures because, 

We're trying to hang on to a portion 
of what we have.” He added that the 
youth of Tewksbury never had “‘a say 
on Prop 2!

Those votes represent a cut of $2,700 
in those areas, but Chandler put that 
amount toward salaries for fiscal 
1982. 

Chandler agreed with the fincom 
recommendation to transfer $275,417 
in revenue sharing to the firemen’s 
salary account. However, he 
disagreed with the fincom recommen- 
dation to raise and appropriate 
$949,078 for salaries. Chandler moved 
to raise and appropriate $1,208,939 for 
salaries with $192,000 of that going in- 
to’ the overtime account. That 
represented $162,000 more than the 
fincom recommendation for over- 
time. 

A resident took the floor to make his, 
plea for not granting the full request 
to Chandler. He covered four points 
during his speech and concluded by 
asking voters to show “compassion 
for the total town." He made his first 
point by saying “that kind of money 
(firemen’s salaries) is excessive and 
self serving.” He went on to cite the 
decision made last week to fund the 
rubbish contract for three months 
(one quarter of the year) at an $85,000 
figure so the firertlen can use the ex- 
tra money to be assured of their pay 

He said that the proposal was made 
because the firemen were “anxious” 
about how much they will be paid in 
fiscal 1982. He added that by voting the 
$85,000 figure the firemen's “‘anx- 
iousness” has been passed on to the 
townspeople. Under that proposal, ad- 
ditional state aid will be used to fund 
the remaining three quarters of the 
year. He pointed out that if you 
multiply the $85,000 figure by four the

The excep- 
tional children program took a slight 
cut in their salary budget from last 
year. Voters approved a $5,926 salary 
figure for fiscal 1982. The figure was 
$6,094 last year. The operating budget 
for the state mandated program was 
level funded from last year at $9,625. 

‘The largest cut in the recreation 
budget came under the youth center 
Voters approved zero funds for the 
center on a voice vote with no debate. 


total rubbish budget will reach

His third point was that the select- 
men, who he said are “directly 
responsible” for making sure the 
town has “adequate fire protection” 
recommended the lower figure 

He then made his plea for ‘‘compas- 
sion for the total town." He said the 
fire department is “‘one of the best 
managed departments in town” and 
that “they've also done very well by 
this town” on union contracts. But, he 
said, “I don't think we can give this 
money to police and fire while we're 
laying off 120 teachers and other posi 
tions." He concluded by asking, “Do 
the firemen really care about this 
town under 2'2, or are they more con- 
cerned with overtime.” 

Selectmen Dick Trueba, who spoke 
as a voter and not as a member of the 
board, said he felt the town would be 
violating a union contract if the lower 
figure was adopted. He added that if 
“back in January" the selectmen “ 
had done their job, we wouldn't be in 
the position we are today, condemn 
ing the people who work for the 
town.” He also said that if the lower 
figure was voted the fire union could 
get an injunction forcing the town to 
pay because of a minimum staffing 
requirement 

Selectmen Chairman Bill Hallisey 
refuted Trueba's statements by say- 
ing the board had given several pro- 
posals for cutting fire salaries to their 
negotiator, but the union rejected all 
of them. He said the proposals were 
made in an effort to save everyone's 
job. He suggested “tightening the belt 
alittle until we get those funds" (addi- 
tional state aid). He then moved the 
figure of $1,390,356 for salaries. 

Fire Captain Kenneth Holden had 
the last say before the vote was taken 
He told the voters, “It has taken 
many, many years to get to where my 
men will be safe." He added that the 
topic being discussed should be "'safe- 

y"” not “collective bargaining 

He said the mimimum the depart 
ment can have is three men on duty 
He explained that when an engine 
responds to a building fire, two men 
will enter the building to remove the 
occupants with a third man remaining 
outside to work the engine and make 
sure the two men in the building are 
safe.

He enjoys 
both working with them and helping 
them. One of his fondest memories is 
that at the recent town méeting, he 
supported a plan that would retain 
most of the town jobs that were going 
to be cut. The jobs were saved and he 
is proud to have been a party to it 
‘iis wife, Margaret Imbimbo said 
that when her husband was a juvenile 
officer, he was always well-liked by 
the kids. “He was strict, but fair," she 
said. "A lot of kids would've gone to 
jail if it wasn’t for him.” 
‘When asked if she thought her hus- 
‘band was a good leader and politician, 
‘Margaret Imbimbo joked, “I'm the 
dhe that’s devious." Then she added,

His wife 
added that his family and children are 
everything to him. 

None of the Imbimbos were surpris- 
ed to hear that he had been elected 
chairman. Mrs. Imbimbo said that 
she felt he should have been chairman 
years ago. The select man said that his 
family was pleased, but. that they 
didn't make a big fuss over it. He also

The Police Department has been 
receiving many calls about the illegal 
use of fireworks, Just so that 
everyone will know the law on 
fireworks in Massachusetts, I will go 
over the law this week. 

Massachusetts General Law 
Chapter 148 considers all fireworks to 
be explosives under Section 9 of the 
law. In section 16 - “anyone who 
stores, uses, manufactures, or other- 
wise disposes of any article mention-~ 
ed in section 9 (including fireworks) 
shall be fined not more than $100.00 or 
imprisonment for not more than one 
month. 

In section 35 the possession of 
bombs is discussed. This includes cer 
tain kinds of fireworks including “4— 
ticks, cherry bombs and hammer 
bombs.” The fine for possession andr 
uses is punishable by a fine of not 
more than $1,000.00 or imprisonment 


for not more than 2% years or both. 
Any police officer may arrest any per- 
son for possession of a “bomb” 
without first having obtained a per- 
mit 

Section 39 states that ‘No person 
shall sell, or keep or offer for sale, or 
use, explode, or cause to explode, any 

explosive composition, or 

substance or fireworks including 
blank cartriges, firecrackers, 
torpedoes, skyrockets, roman 
candles, bombs, sparklers,- rockets, 
wheels, colored fires, fountains, 
mines, serpents or other fireworks.” 

Section 47 provides penalty for 
violations of section 39 which is $100.00 
and/or one month injail. 

‘The police officers will be looking 
_for fireworks and if you are caught 
you will be prosecuted. Fireworks are 
not safe and have resulted in people 
loosing their sight, use of their hands 
and loss 6¥ homes due to fire. We want 
you to have a safe Fourth of July.

The Tewksbury selectmen have 
voted to send a letter to State Senator 
Patricia McGovern asking that she 
take action ‘Post haste" to get a bill 
through the Massachusetts Senate for 
the construction of the water filtration 
plant voted in a special town meeting.

According to Tewksbury Teachers 
Association President Sheila Walsh, 
the reduction in force agreement sign- 
ed by school committee members last 
‘Thursday, is “basically what we 
wanted." ‘The agreement, also signed 
by the TTA, makes seniority the 
prime basis for all teacher layoffs. It 
also provides laid off teachers with a 
two year recall period and allows laid 
off members of the Tewksbury ad- 
ministrators group to enter into’ the 
TTA if they have previous teaching 
experience in Tewksbury.

‘sitions held by or resigning 
teachers will not be filled when layoffs 
are needed. Before any tenured 
teachers are laid off the committee 
agrees to cut any teachers who are on 
temporary status (fill-ins and long 
term substitutes) if a tenured teacher 
is qualified to take the position. The 
committee also agrees to cut non- 
tenured teachers from the roster as 
long as there are tenured teachers in 
the system who are qualified to fill the 
positions. 

If any additional teacher layoffs are 
needed after those first three steps, 
then the inverse order of seniority will 
determine layoffs within each depart- 
ment.

In order to be placed on the recall 
list each teacher will have to sign a 
hearing waiver. The waiver simply 
states that the teacher will accept 
layoff as an involuntary, unpaid leave 
of absence and will not demand a 
dismissal hearing. By signing the 
hearing waiver the teacher will retain 
tenure rights, be allowed to stay in the 
group health insurance plan by pay- 
ing the full monthly premium to the 
town and be allowed to collect 
unemployment. According to Walsh, 
“We got the majority of our people to 
sign hearing waivers.” She gave some 
250 signed waivers to Wynn Thursday 
afternoon, 


Laid off teachers also may be eligi- 
ble to become substitutes if they 
choose to do so. 

The last section of the RIF agree- 


ment allows laid off members of the 
TAG with previous teaching ex- 
perience in Tewksbury to bump down 
into the TTA up until August 31, 1981 
The administrator would be allowed 
to use both teaching and ad- 
ministrative time as part of their 
Seniority. They will be placed on the 
TTA seniority list and become subject 
to layoff based on their spot on the list 
Administrators laid off after August 
31, 1981, will-enter the TTA with no 
seniority rights and will have to start 
from square one. 

This agreement came abput after 
being in mediation since May 1. At 
that time the school committee was 
asking the TTA to allow up to 15 per- 
cent of the teaching staff to be exempt 
from seniority based layoffs if the 
teacher was needed for the “benefit of 
or establishment of a specific pro- 
gram” or had “superior perfor 
mance” in the system. The committee 
also wanted all laid off ad 
ministrators, regardless of whether 
they had ever taught in Tewksbury, to 
be allowed to take any open teaching 
position for which they are qualified. 
The committee was not prepared, at 
that time, to force any teacher who 
had not joined the union to pay an 
agency service fee, but they were will: 
ing to require the bumping ad- 
ministrators to pay that fee. The 
recently signed agreement will re- 
quire an agency service fee for all 
teachers entering the bargaining unit 
for the first time or re-entering the 
unit.

There i one aspect of Rita's career 
that's been a constant source of irritation 
ethnic type casting, which she hopes she 
has finally got under control. “I've had to 
deal with it most of my life," she said. 
“I'm certainly never again as long as I 
live going to play another one of those 
Spanish spitfires!”” 

She reached this conclusion’a couple of 
years ago after making several tv pilots, 
which were based on the character she 
played in “Red Hot Lovers,” that didn’t 

* sell to the network. I asked her if she was 
disappointed when the pilots failed to get 
picked up, in spite of her disenchantment 
with playing Spanish spitfires, "No, I did 
them with my heart in my mouth, hoping 
that if it did sell that it wouldn't last. for 
more than two years, The money, you see, 
is very seductive. I mean, it's Loooads of 
money.” 

Rita Moreno isn't addicted to solely 
making money, otherwise, she would 
never have allowed herself to do "Wally's 
Cafe," which, like most theatre projects, 
brings more artistic satisfaction than 
remuneration, But tv isn't the only place 
where Rita makes loads of money. “I was 
very. conscious of it when I did ‘Wally's 
Cafe,’ because I'm losing, compared to 
what I get in nightclubs, Nightclubs are 
the most lucrative, because you work the 
east time for the most amount of money. 
Unless you're Alan Alda, who gets chunks 
and pieces of things, But I just get this 
yen now and then for the theatre. It's so 
strong. I love the theatre."* 

Speaking of Mr. Alda (another one of 
those rare multi-talented performers), 
unless one totally hates movies and tv, 
one knows that Rita and he are currently 
costarring in a new movie on middle 
class marital therapy entitled “The Four 
Seasons.” “'I had one of the best times of 
my life doing ‘Four Seasons'," she 
commented. “Look at the cast! Number 
one, Jack Weston and I did nothing but 
laugh. We did ‘The Ritz’ together. And 
then there's Carol Burnett, who is 
probably the world’s funniest woman 
Alan is a terribly funny guy 

Does she feel the slightest tingeof guilt 
about taking money for having so much 
fun? “No! I fee! great!" she exclaimed 
“I don’t feel guilty at all.” 

Rita has even fewer regrets about her 
profess‘onal life than she does about her 
personal life, if that’s possible, In fact, if 
she had her career to do over again, she'd 
want it to happen the same way. She 
discovered this about herself stretched 
‘out on a psychiatrist's couch, “You can't 
think that way anyway," she believed 

've never considered that kind of thing 
Regreting is useless, number one, and 
number two, I am today the result of what 
was. I rather like the person I am, And 
that's saying a lot, It's very hard coming 
to that kind of conclusion. I'm grand! It 
took seven years of therapy and all kinds 
of hard work on my part, but it was 


certainly worth the effort.” 

Liking oneself, she said, is important 
not only to being an accomplished person 
‘I think it's important to be an ac- 
complished person,” she felt. ““A lot of 
people have trouble liking themselves in 
all walks of life. Actors aren't just the 
only ones, Actors more often than not go 
into that business in order to get approval, 
to get affection, and that sort of thing, but 
ultimately we really know that that kind 
of affection can be so fleeting. Once that 
curtain comes down, you're in that 
dressing room all by yourself. That's the 
real life." 

Part of the real life of a performer is 
knowing that sooner or later the current 
project which he or she is working on will 
end. When "“Wally’s Cafe” ends for Rita 
what will she do next? “I really don't 
know," she responded. “We'll see what 
happens to the play. If it closes, and 1 
hope it doesn't, but if it does, ‘it will 
probably be the first vacation I've had in 
about fifteen years, 1 wouldn't. mind 
that” 

If Rita gets that much-needed and 
deserved vacation, she'll take it far from 
the madding ,show business crowd. She 
said, “T just want to be in my home. I'm a 
very domestic animal. I love my home in 
California — I'm a New Yorker. I love 
that green grass out back, and I grow my 
own vegetables and herbs, and I cook my 
buns off. I love to cook. There's a pool 
There's sunshine, There's my husband, 
my daughter."" 

Rita is encouraging Fernanda, who 
currently studies dance and acting and 
hopes some day to be an accomplished 
performer in her own right, but with a 
couple of strings attached. “I just don’t 
want her to be a performer — a 
professional performer — until she's gone 
to college,” she said. “I'm very proud of 
what I do. I always find it and when I hear 
actors say, ‘I don't want my kid in this 
business.’ This is no tougher, no grittier 
than many other big businesses. If you go 
through it with some amount of dignity, 
then it's really a wonderful thing to be in. 
If you're going to try to make a career out 
of big breasts, you're in a lot of trouble 
And that’s very sad. But my daughter i 
certainly not being brought up that way 
She's a wonderful classical dancer, and 
she might be an actress some day, and I'd 
be proud of her. What don't. want-her to 
do, which I think is wrong, is be a child 
performer. I think it's like the little 
Jeague, an unfair burden on a young child 


had to,"’ Rita indicated, “She has seen me 
go through such rigors. She knows. It's 
still not a bed of roses. When she sees me 
working this hard, she realizes — I mean, 
she sees me come home, when we're 
rehearsing the play, for instance. When I 
was making a film over a year ago called 
‘Gemini’ the long days we used to have. 
She'd been there just long enough to know 
that it’s simply not what other people 
think it is. She sees me coming home 
cranky and sometimes uncommunicative 
and wanting desperately to just take a 
bath and get into bed and not talk to 
anybody. I'm so tired. I haven't had to tell 
her anything. She sees it. She lives it.” 

‘The little advantage that being Rita 
Moreno’s daughter does have only served 
to teach Fernanda some early lessons 
about show business, such as this one Rita 
described: “She learned a valuable lesson 
in the film ‘Gemini.’ The director, as a 
sweet gesture, gave her a part as an 
extra, Then out of real sweetness, he said, 
‘T'll give her one line.’ She looked forward 
to this. She was so excited. She got up to 
the set at two o'clock in the afternoon and 
didn't work until three the next morning. 
She just waited around. She said, ‘I had no 
idea.’ I said, ‘See what | mean?’ By the 
way, her one line was cutShe was in the 
scene. I thought that worked out very 
well. I can't say I was jubilant, but 1 
thought, well, that’s another lesson. She 
quickly learned just because you're the 
star's daughter doesn't mean any 
privileges‘of any kind.” 

How does husband Leonard Gordon, 
who is a top surgeon in California, view 
his show business Wife and aspiring 
dancer-actress daughter? “‘He’s terribly 
proud,” she said. ‘‘He just thinks I'm the 
bee's knees. He loves my talent. Every 
time he sees me in something new, it's as 
though he's never seen me before as an 
actress or as a singer or whatever, which 
is marvelous! 

Rita is happy that Leonard — or Lenny 
as she calls him —is out of show business. 
She said, “Am I ever! We're going to be 
remarried this summer in a real Mexican 
wedding. It's a very unusual marriage in 
that we will have been married sixteen 
years in June, and it gets better!" 

‘Their marriage has thus far managed to 
remain untainted by Hollywood gossip, 
and Rita attributes this to one thing 
‘Determination! And more deter 
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to be a success — whatever that means to 
that particular child or that particular 
parent, I think that’s what's bad." 

Just because Fernanda is Rita Moreno’s 
daughter doesn’t mean the youngster is 
going to be accorded any special treat- 
ment in show business circles, That's 
something else Rita firmly believes in. If 
Fernanda is going to make it, she’s going 
to do it with little assistance from her, 
mother. Nor will she be sheltered from 
the hardships of the business. “I haven't 
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Generating clean, 


safe, efficient power

‘The water is cleaner than that in a 
well-kept, backyard swimming pool and 
down near the bottom, under 26 feet of 
water, are 750 used fuel rods - “high 
level” radioactive waste 

Peering into the crystal clear depths 
of the spent fuel pool inside the steel 
reinforced, concrete secondary con 
tainment building at Boston Edison's 
Pilgrim 1 nuclear power plant in 
Plymouth, MA, it's hard to realize this is 
what much of the fuss is about. 

Most of the used fuel, potentially as 
much as 90 percent, can be reprocessed 
and used again at Pilgrim | or another 
peaceful reactor to provide electricity at 
a consumer cost of 2 cents per kilowatt 
hour (oil powered plants cost almost 6 
cents per kilowatt hour and coal plarits 
cost about 4 cents per kilowatt hour). It 
can be reprocessed when, and if, the 
federal government authorizes the 
construction of a reprocessing plant 

In the meantime, the separate {uel rod 
bundles, each containing 64 half-inch 
thick, 12foot-long rods of uranium 
pellets will sit in Pilgrim I's spent fuel 
pool, harming no one 

That's the funny part. You unclip the 
dosimeter from your shirt and hold it up 
to the light to see how much radiation 


you are absorbing from the 
dangerous” nuclear wastes. 
Nothing 


‘The sensitive radiation detector hasn't 
moved a bit. Not even one millirem 
Several feet of water stops all the 
radiation 

Less than a jet flight 

If fact, after an hour and a half in the 
antiseptically clean plant, the dosimeter 
has only picked up a total of 8 millirems 
of radiation, less radiation than one 
would get on a round trip flight to 
Hawaii in a 707 or 747 passenger jet 

Don't misunderstand, though. The 
used fuel bundles could be dangerous if 
they weren't underwater, if they weren't 
handled so carefully and safely and 
stored with so many back-up 
safeguards. But those safeguards and 
precautions actually make it safer to 
work at Pilgrim I than at a coal fired 
plant, because coal, as few people 
realize, has trace amounts of uranium 
and other radioactive elements and a 
coal plant putting out the same 670 
kilowatts of power that Pilgrim 1 
provides would dose the nearby area 
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with much more radiation and provide 
no safeguards 

‘The safeguards are the key. Like the 
Apollo space flights to the moon in the 
1970s, each and every system at Pilgrim 
1 has multiple back-up systems and a 
permanent inspector from the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission stays on site to 
insure Boston Edison follows every 
procedure they are required to, 

Heavy security 

It isn’t all that easy to get into Pilgrim 
I. Before you can even make the drive 
down to Plymouth you need to have an 
advance security check and then when 
you get there another check is made 
before Boston Edison issues a visitor's 
pass 

‘The® guards who issue the pass sit 
behind bullet-proof plastic shields 
similar to those at many branch banks. 

Once you get a pass you have to stand 
inside a special scanning device 
designed to detect even trace amounts of 
explosives. From there you must walk 
through a metal detector. And then, to 
be even more certain, each visitor is 
{risked and patted down by a guard to 
insure there are no concealed weapons. 

The stairs leading down to the guard 
station are designed so that it is just 
about impossible to go down at any 
speed but a careful walk 

The fencing around the plant is tied 
into a computer which sets off an alarm 
whenever it is touched 

‘Once you enter the actual power plant 
office area, one of the first views is a 
large striped bass, stuffed and mounted 
over the stairs 

Good fishing 

‘The fishing is really good here,” 

notes Pilgrim I public relations officer 
Jack Goggin 

To your surprise, you learn that the 
much publicized environmental com: 
plaint over discharging heated cooling 
water into the ocean has actually im 
proved the fishing near the plant 

You learn also that oil and coal-fired 
plants actually use the exact same 
cooling system as a nuke, only they 
discharge hotter water back into the 
ocean or river they are located on 
Pilgrim I heats the water 29 degrees 
during the cooling process, but a nearby 
conventional power plant heats the 
water 40 degrees before putting it back 
into the ocean, 

Pilgrim I uses about 310,000 gallons of 
seawater a mifiute, some 447 million 
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gallons a day, to coo! off the steam lines 
that turn the turbines which provide 
electricity 

‘That water never comes into contact 
with the actual process of nuclear {iss 
at the core of the reactor 

The only problems encountered so far, 
according to Goggin, are that many fish 
liked the heated water so much they 
used to swim upstream into the 
discharge channel until Edison put a net 
across the channel to keep them out 

And, in the summer, the flow of 
seawater is reversed every two to three 
weeks to keep out mussels which begin 
creeping up the inflow channel. 


Cameras and Computers 
Goggin has to use a special computer 
card to open the heavy door to the main 
~ plant. “They know exactly where I am 
all the time I’m in here," he says 
ch door has a computer station 
which prevents unauthorized access. 

Walking through the corridors, then 
into some of the larger areas, visitors 
are hard-pressed to find any dust or dirt 
The floors are white. 

Staging is up in many areas and the 
overhead electrical conduits are in the 
process of being sprayed with a doughy 
white flame retardant. 

Goggin notes that one nuclear power 
plant had a fire in its electrical wiring 
and as a result all power plants are now 
required to add another safety feature 
coating all electrical lines with a thick 
layer of fire-proofing 

Any time any problems occur at a 
nuclear plant, the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission (NRC) sends a notice to all 
plants identifying the problem and or. 
dering corrective measures. 

‘The door to the main control room is 
heavy as you move it, made of thick, 
bomb:proof stee! plate. 

Inside, a handful of licensed nuclear 
power plant "operators" sit around 
monitoring panels, They are dressed 
casually, relaxed 

Pilgrim 1 Plant Operating Manager 
Rich Machon, 35, explains later that 
only five operators are actually needed 
to operate the immense plant, but since 
“TMI” (Three Mile Island) 10 are 
required by the NRC 

The plant employs about 200 per- 
sonnel, most of whom work on the day 
shift, and another 50 contractors are

Ancient 
astronomy 


Buildings that could tell 
farmers when to begin 
planting. A calendar nearly 
as accurate as ours. The 
first written language on 
the American continent. 

hese achievements of 
ancient agricultural 
peoples who lived in 
Central America are 
described in the summer 
Planetarium — program 
beginning June 30 at 
Boston's Museum of 
Science. Emphasizing 
astronomy, “Skywatchers 
of Ancient Mexico” 
compliments the 


Parade 


Copan, Honduras. 

By combining views of 
the stars and planets with 
colorful panoramas the 
Planetarium transports its 
audience in time and space 
tosome of the ancient sites. 

‘One such view shows the 
passage of the sun across 
the very top of the sky, an 
event that only happens in 
thé tropics, and there, only 
two days in the year. The 
sun at zenith heralds the 
approach of the rainy 
season on which crops’ 
growth depends. 

Another unusual view is 
radar photography of 
Maya territory, a 
technique first used by 
NASA scientists to 
penetrate the dense clouds 
of the planet Venus, When 
radar images of ancient 
Maya lands were 
examined, they revealed 
that the Maya had built 
hundreds of miles of canals 
tohelp drain the fields they 
had raised out of the 
swamps. Thus they in- 
creased their food supply 

The Maya are especially 
noted for their prediction of 
eclipses and for plotting the 
motions of Venus and the 
sun. They organized their 
calendars around them and 
calculated so well that they 
could sometimes record 
positions held millions of 
years into the past. 

‘The program includes a 
discussion of the orien- 
tation and construction of 
temples and allied 
buildings. They were 
important to astronomer- 
priests making celestial 
observations, predicting 
eclipses, and using 
dramatic evidence from 
the skies to, celebrate the 
seasons. Among the 
structures analysed are 
those of the Aztec city of 
‘Teotihuacan 


“Skywatchers of Ancient 
Mexico" is presented daily 
and Friday night ata fee of 
75 cents about Museum 
admission.

An early 19th-century small-town 
Centennial celebration the an- 
niversary of the nation's independence 
will be observed July 4 at Old Sturbridge 
Village when the living history center 
authentically recreates July 4, 1838, The 
day-long event will include musket 
salutes, fife and drum music, flag raising, 
a parade, a Meetinghouse service, a

Polyester A suburban housewife 
played by 300 pound male actor called 
Divine is driven mad by her unfaithful 
husband and malignant kids in this 
desperately vulgar comedy written and 
directed by John Waters, who takes 
great pleasure in the sickening - and the 
smelly, judging from the movie's 
“Odorama"’ gimmick consisting of an 
odor-impregnated card distributed to 
ticket-buyers who wish to sniff the 
goings-on. The odors range {rom pizza to 
dirty sneakers. 

Raiders of the Lost Ark The two 
heavyweights in film, George Lucas and 
Stephen Speilberg, have brought back 
the film traditions of the action serials of 
the '30s and '40s with an intensely ex 
citing and watchable film. Well-known 
‘Star Wars" Hans Solo (Harrison Ford 
comes across very well as adventurer 
Indiana Jones. This is a film that is 
great to watch, but not very memorable

We always hope for a 
weekend free of injuries or 
deaths, but the unfortunate 
probability is that people 
will be fatally injured on 
our roads this year, 
Moriarty warns. 

‘The real tragedy," he 
adds, ‘‘is that most deaths 
and injuries suffered in 
motor vehicle accidents 
could be avoided. Studies 
have shown 85 percent of 
all accidents result from 
driver error. That figure 
alone should be enough to 
persuade drivers to 
reevaluate their driving 
habits.
